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DETAILED ACTION 

Priority 

1 . - Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which papers 
have been placed of record in the file. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-11 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claim 1, the prior art fails to disclose or make obvious a process for controlling 
the integrity of planar substrates, such as sheets of paper having the steps of providing a second 
trigger at a selected second location disposed downstream of the first trigger along the direction 
of displacement of the substrate for detecting the passage of an edge of the substrate at the 
second location; providing at least a first checkpoint detector at a selected third location disposed 
between the first and second triggers along the direction of displacement of the substrate. The at 
least first checkpoint detector being adapted to detect the passage of the edge of the substrate at a 
selected place along the edge which is different than the place at which the first and second 
triggers are adapted to detect the passage of the edge, and in combination with the other recited 
limitations of claim 1 . Claims 2-6 are allowed by the virtue of dependency on the allowed claim 
1. 

Regarding claim 7, the prior art fails to disclose or make obvious a control device for 
controlling the integrity of planar substrates such as sheets of paper, having a second trigger 
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arranged at a selected second location disposed downstream of the first trigger along the 
direction of displacement of the substrate for detecting the passage of an edge of the substrate at 
the second location; at least a first checkpoint detector arranged at a selected third location 
disposed between the first and second triggers along the direction of displacement of the 
substrate, the at least first checkpoint detector being adapted to detect the passage of the edge of 
the substrate at a selected place along the edge which is different than the place at which the first 
and second triggers are adapted to detect the passage of the edge, and in combination with the 
other recited limitations of claim 7. Claims 8-11 are allowed by the virtue of dependency on the 
allowed claim 7.
